It  is  noted  that  the  chlorinated  supplies  have  "been  satisfactory 
with  the  exception  of  x'i'anksDridge.  The  quality  of  raw  water  fed 
into  the  i ranks  bridge  supply  c-nn  vary  so  much?  especially  folic  cing 
heavy  rainfall  or  when  sheep  have  been  washed  in  stream  above 
intake,  that  it  is  difficult  to  judge  th9  amount  of  chlorine 
required  to  ensure  a safe  supply  and  at  the  same  time  not  over- 
chlorinate. Perhaps  an  alternative  source  of  supply  would  ho  the 
answer,-  <Jf  the  unchlorinated  supplies,  both  Glad  os  try  and 
Evenjobb  were  unsatisfactory.  It  is  suggested  that  both  of  these 
supplies  should  be  chlorinated  to  ensure  a safe  supply  of  water 
to  villagers  ax  all  times. 

With  the  exception  of  comments  raised  in  my  last  annual 
report,  the  quantity  of  water  available  from  main  piped  supplies 
was  adequate.  It  is  unfortunate  that  no  positive  progress  has 
been  made  in  taking  a piped  supply  of  water  out  to  the  more 
sparsely  populated  areas,  including  Newch'rch,  Weythel  and  Trewe.rn, 
and  The  Bank  and  K inner ton  areas. 

7 . DRAINAGE  & SEWERAGE  DISPOSAL 

Now_MS2£  “ A drainage  scheme  for  the  village  cf  New  Radnor  was 
drawn  up  by  Consulting  engineers  and  included  for  the  extension 
of  existing  sewerage  disposal  plant.  The  Council  accepted  this 
scheme  in  principle  and  agreed  that  it  should  be  submitted  to 
the  Welsh  Office  for  grant  aid. 

Further  nuisances  had  been  created  in  the  village  due  to 
soakaways  from  existing  tanks  oeing  inadequate  to  ccpe  with 
effluents.  These  nuisances  had  been  abated,  at  considerable 
expense  to  property  owners.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  the 
proposed  new  school  which  was  to  be  sited  in  this  village  could 
not  function  as  such  until  the  new  sewerage  plant  was  operational. 


. 
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Llandegley  sewerage  disposal  unit  operated  satisfactorily  during  the 
year,  A sample  of  effluent,  taken  frco  this  disposal  plant  "by  the 
Wye  River  Authority  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

General  - Septic  tanks  throughout  the  district  are  emptied  by  a 
private  contractor  who  operates  in  the  area. 

Three  part  time  workmen  are  employed  by  the  Council  to  look 
after  their  disposal  units. 


8.  RE.FUSE  COLLECTION  & DISPOSAL 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  continues  to  be  carried  out 
by  contract  and  disposal  is  by  means  cf  controlled  tipping. 

A twice  monthly  collection  is  made  during  the  months  of  June, 
July  and  August,  the  remainder  of  the  year  being  only  a monthly 
collection.  Whilst  this  service  operated  satisfactorily,  numerous 
complaints  were  received  from  householders  that  refuse  was 
accumulating  at  theme  dwellings  ever  a per: jd  of  four  or  sometimes 
five  weeks.  The  problem  was  still  worse  at  business  premises  and 
hotels  in  the  district.  Additional  bins,  to  rare  refuse  in,  at 
the  premises  was  a very  unsatisfactory  way  out  of  this  problem. 

A more  frequent  collection  service  was  the  only  complete  answer. 

Whilst  no  complaints  were  received  locally  of  condition  of 
the  three  refuse  tips  in  the  district,  adverse  comments  were  received 
from  officials  cf  the  Welsh  Office  who  visited  the  area.  These 
tips  are  unsightly,  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  one  tip  is  sited 
beside  and  within  view  of  a roadway,  wixhout  sufficient  space  being 
available  for  tree  planting  to  form  a screen.  Difficulties  have 
also  been  experienced  in  obtaining  soil  to  cover  these  tips,  but 
every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the  top  surface  of  the  tips  covered. 
Owing  to  the  bulky  nature  of  refuse  collected  it  is  not  possible 
to  have  open  face  of  tip  completely  covered  in,  but  no  nuisance 
is  created  from  same.  Three  vorkmen  are  employed  part  time  to 
look  after  these  refuse  trpBc 


9.  HOUSING 

Once  again  it  can  be  reported  that  conditions  cf  dwellings  in 
the  area  be  re  been  improved  either  privately  or  with  the  aid  of  grants. 

Glum  Clearance 

Five  houses  were  scheduled  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation 

and  undertakings  received  from  owners  not  to  relet  those  dwellings 
for  human  habitation  until  such  time  that  they  have  been  rendered 

fit  to  the  Council's  satisfaction.

The  Council  continue  to  make  free  poison  bait  available  for 
treatment  to  domestic  premises,  but  little  use  is  needed  to  be  made 
of  this  service.  Farm  premises  continue  to  be  treated  by  private 
operators  or  directly  by  the  occupiers. 

1 2 . SWIMIITG  POOL 

There  is  one  learner  swimming  pool  in  use  in  the  district. 

This  is  sited  within  the  grounds  of  Franksbridge  Frimary  School. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  and  adequate  supervision  is  provided  when 
pool  is  in  use.
